A  nUBND  OF  THE  INDIANS 


Among  the  representatives  of  the  Chrlattan 
church  who  have  helped  the  Indians  of  British 
Columbia  in  the  difficult  transition  from  pa- 
Kiaiiism  to  civilization,  the  late  Rev.  O.  M.  Tate 
took  a  foremo.st  place  For  nearly  sixty  yeara 
he  served  the  natives  as  a  wise  and  trustworthy 
.  friend.  Olfted  as  a  teacher  he  began  hia  career 
of  service  by  instructing  a  eroup  of  Indian  yntmg 
men  in  Nanaimo.  The  foundations  of  the  fine 
Coqualeetza  Institute  for  Indiana  near  Chilltwack 
were  laid  by  him.  As  an  evangell.st  he.  along 
with  others,  brought  about  moral  transformation 
which  marked  the  preaching  of  Christianity  on 
the  Coast.

No  sacrifice  waa  too  great  for  this  friend  of 
the  Indians.  For  them  he  dared  the  stormy 
watara  of  the  North  in  an  open  canoe.  Along 
with  his  wife  he  took  native  children,  dirty  and 
uncouth,  Into  their  home  In  the  Praser  Valley. 
Pioneera  like  these  who  take  upon  themselves 
the  hurden.s  nf  the  backward  races  build  a 
bridge  for  them  upon  which  they  oiay  pass  from 
savagery  to  better  modes  of  living.  They  are  the 
salt  which  keeps  the  aborigines  fiom  the  decay 
that  menaces  their  contact  with  civilization 
Thay  aupply  tha  noadad  morale  for  the  venture 
upon  the  new  way  of  life 

It  Is  conceded  that  without  the  spiritual  work 
of  the  Christian  mlaalonartea  In  Canada  the  ef 
fort.s  of  the  Government  v*niid  have  been  threat 
rned  with  failure.  Through  the  eo-operation  of 
state  and  church  the  Indiana  are  alowty  emerg- 
ing on  to  the  path  of  progre.s.s  Tt  mu.st  be  set 
down  to  the  credit  of  Charles  Montgomery  Tate 
til  at  he  extended  a  firm  and  kindly  hand  to"  his 
Indian  friends  on  thi.s  Coast  in  leading  tham  to- 
ward the  goal  of  good  citizenship.
